(7) On the date appointed for the purpn.se under sub¬ 

rule (4), the co-operative ' nk shall be represented at the 
inquiry by its authorised esentative and the said officer 
shall commence the inr,^ on the same day^ unless, for 

reasons to be recorded . ‘iiing and communicated to the 

co-operative bank in pe' or by registered post, he ad¬ 
journs the hearing to a later date.

G.S.R. 274.—In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the Pre¬ 
sident hereby makes the following rules regulating the method of recruitment to the post of Technical A.ssistant 
(Crafts) in the office of the Development Commissioner for Handicrafts, namely;— 

1. Short title and commencement;—(1) These rules may be called the Office of Development Commissioner 
for Handicrafts, Technical Assistant (Crafts), Recruitment Rules, 1983. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of posts, classification and scale of pay; —The number of the said post, its classification and the 
scale of pay attached thereto, shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications etc.—The method of recruitment to the said post, age limit, 
qualifications and other matters relating thereto shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid. 

4. Disqualification;—No person- 

fa) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said post;. 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal 
law applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage and that there are other grounds for so doing, 
exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax. -Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to 
do, it may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules in respect of 
any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving.—Nothing i,n thc,se rules shall affect re,servations, relaxation of age limit and other concessions 
required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in 
accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government ftom time to time in this regard.

GS.R. 275.—In exercise of the powers conferred by

fied 111 columns (5) to (13) of the Schedule aforesaid. 

4. Disqualification.—No person,— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage. with 
a person having a spouse living, or 

(Id who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, 

sliall be eligible for appointment to the said post ; 

■ Provided fliat the C'entral Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable lo such person and the other party to the marriage 
and that there are other grotmds for so doing e.xempt an) 
person froin the operation of this rule, 

5. Power to relax.-—^Wtare the Central Government is 
of . the opinion that it is nece.ssary or c.xpedient so to do, 
it may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing 
and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commis¬ 
sion, relax any of the provisions of those rules with respect 
to any class or category of persons, 

6. Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservation, 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be 
piwided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and 
otlicr special catccorics of persons in accordance with the 
order.s issued by the Central Government from time to time 
in this regard.

The sanctioning authority may, however, 
sanction the withdrawal of an amount in excess 
of this limit tipto three-fourths of the amount of 
subscriptions and interest thereon standing to the 
credit of the subscriber in the F’tind having due 
regard to the object for which the withdrawal 
is being made, the status of the subscriber and 
the amount of subscriptions and interest thereon 
standing to the credit of the subscriber in the 
Fund ; 

(c) A subs .Tiber who has already drawn or may 
draw in future an advance under Regulation 12 
for any of the purposes specified in clause (a) 
of this sub-regulation may convert, at his dis¬ 
cretion, by written request addressed to the Chief 
Fxccutive Officei', the balance outstanding against 
it into a final withdrawal on his satisfying the 
conditions laid down in clauses (a) and fy) above 
and further subject to the approval of the Chief 
Executive Officer. 

Note ;—Conversion of outstanding balance of un advance 


into a final wilhdrawa) on a particular date is tantamount 
to granting a final withdrawal on that date but for his 
taking the advance. Therefore, the outstanding balance of 
advance must be added to Ihe amount of subscriptions plus 
interest Ihcrconj standing to liis credit in bis account on the 
date of conversion for determining the amount with reference 
to which the outstanding balance should be converted into 
a final withdrawal. When more Ilian one outstanding 
adavnee is to bo converted the same procedure should be 
•followed .seiiarulcly in respect of each advance. Accord¬ 
ingly the following clarification is given ;— 

(i) For conversion of an advance into final withdrawal 

under regulation 15(2)(c), the balance for the 
purpose of regulation 15(2)(b) should be taken as 
the amount of subscriptions and interest thereon 
standing to the credit of the subscriber in his 
account at the time of the conversion plus the 
outsanding amount of the advance. 

(ii) Each withdrawal is to be treated as a separate 

one and bonce the same principle would hpply in 
the case of more than one conversion, i.e, in each 
case the limit under regulation 15t2)(b) would be 
applied taking into consideration the balance”,

G.S.R. 281.—Whcrea.s a draft of the Calcutta Port 
(Amendment) Rules, 1982, was published as rccfuired by sub¬ 
section (2) of '.cclion 6 of the Indian Ports Act, 1908 (15 
of 1908) in the Gazette of India, Part II, Section 3, Sub¬ 
section (i), dated the 22nd Mav, 1982 under the notiflea- 
tion of the Government of India in the Ministry of Shipping 
and Transport 4Ports Wing), No. G.S.R. 524, dated the 
iith .luno, 1982 inviting objections and suggestions from all 
person,s likely to be affected thereby, till the expiry of a period 
of forty-five days froin the date of publication of the said 
notification in the Official Gazette; and whereas the said 
Gazette was made available to the public on the 5th June, 
1982; 

And whereas no objections or suggestions have been re¬ 
ceived from the public on tho said draft; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of thp powers conferred by sub¬ 
section (1) of Section 6 of the said Act, the Central Govern¬ 
ment hereby makes the following rules further to amend 
Calcutta Port Rules, namely :— 

1. Short title and commencement,—(1) These rules may 
be called the Calcutta Port (Amendment) Rules, 1982. 

(2) They shall como into force at once. 

2. Tn the Calcutta Port Rules, in rule 100-A, for sub- 
rulcs (3) the following sub-rules shall be substituted;

(4) No I withstanding anything contained in sub-rule (3), 
the Director, Marine Department, when the circum¬ 
stances so warrant may grant relaxation in regard 
to the quantities of petroleum or any other substance 
having flush point below 65° C (or 150 ° F) that 

may be brought for discharge or shipment at the 
docks and jetties at the Port of CalcufL subject to the 
compliance of conditions that— 

(i) the vessel cannot he taken in Buj Buj Moorings 
for the durations of Bore Tides; 
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fii) Carj’o is to be delivered dhtet from Die vetse! 
to the consignee or to be removed to tlio Tiwlecs’ 
Hn7indoLis (.iodown immcdiulcly on arrival of (he 
vessel or in case of shipment, the cargo shoul he 
loaded onl one day or two days prior to the sailing 
of the vessel; 

(iiil the above operation wjI! be carried out in day 
light hours only; 

(iv) “No smoking" should be strictly observed and 
strict precautions against outbreak of fire during 
the time of loadinglunloading should be taken; 

(v) in case of inflammable liquid having flash point 

below -3’ C( 73° F), not more than 5 tonnes of 
such cargo to be handled at a time in qitayline 
and the same should be removed immediately front 
the port premises; 

(vi) Port Fire Service personnel should be present at 
thft time of unloading and loading of the cargo 
and the ship’s fire fighting appliances should also 
be kept in readiness near the storage area of the 
cargo; 

fvii) the unloading and loading operations are to be 
carried out under direct supervision of nominated 
responsible persons from the steamer agents and 
the consignee and they shall be answerable for 
any misfiap :

G.S.R. 282 :—In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the 
President hereby makes the following rules regulating the method of lecruitmcnt to the post of Joint Director in the 
Song and Drama Division of the Ministry of Information and Broadcasting, namely: - 

1. Short Title And Commencement (1) These rules may be called the Song and Drama Division 
(Joint Director) Recruitment Rules, 1983. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. NUMBER OF POSTS, CLASSIFICATION AND SCALE OF PAY : The number of posts, its classifica¬ 
tion and the scale of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule annexed hereto. 

3. METHOD OF RECRUITMENT, AGE LIMITS. QUALIFICATION ETC: The method of recruitment, 
age limits, qualifications and other matters relating thereto shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the aforesaid 
Schedule. 

4. Disqualification :— No. person- 

fa) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person to the said post; 
shall be eligible for appointment : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such mariiage is permissible under the personal 
law applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt 
any person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power To Relax :—Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient 
so to do, it may by ordei for reasons to be recorded in writing, and in consultation with Union Public Service Com¬ 
mission, relax any of the provisions of these lules with respect to any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving :—Nothing in these rules shall affect icservations, lelaxalion of age limit and other concessions 
required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tiibe.s and other special categories of persons in 
accordance with the ordeis issued by the Central Government from time to time in this regard.

G-S.R. 289—The following draft of certain rules further to amend the Limestone and Dolomite Mines Labour 
Welfare Fund Rides 1973 which the Central Government proposes to make in exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 16 of the Limestone and Dolomite Mines Labour Welfare Fund Act 1972 (62 of 1972). is hereby published 
as required by sub-seotion (1) of section 16 of the said Act for the information of all persons likely to be affected 
thereby, and notice is hereby given that the said draft willl be taken into consideration on or after the expiry of 
a period of forty-five days from the date of publication of tJiis notification in the Gazette of India. 

2. Any objection oi suggestions which may be received from any person with respect to the said drati on or 
before the expiry of the period specified above will be considered by the Central Government. 

DRAFT RULES 

1. These rules may be called the Limestone and Dolomite Mines Labour Welfare Fund (Amendment) Rules 

1983. 
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2. In rule 43 of the Liinc.slonc and Dolomite Mines Laboui Welfare Fund Rules, 1973 (heteinafter refcired 
to as the said rules) after sub-rule ("1) the following sub-rule shall be inserted namely;— 

“(1 A) (a) Every purchasing agent or stockist of limestone or dolomite shall mainlain in Form D-1 a date-wise 
register of the receipts and disposal of limestone or dolomite. 

(b) At the close of each month the entries made against each date in the register shall be totalled and the total 
receipt and disposal during the month shall be entered therein. 

(c) The duty of excise as fixed under section 3 payable by the purchasing agent or the stockist under section 4 
in relation to sucii limestone or dolomite to the otcupier of factory shall be calculated and recorded in the rcgistci 
itself along with the amount of duty actually paid. 

Explanation;--Ii’ calculating the duty of excise payable, a fractior* of less than half a tonne in total of lim;s- 
tonc or dolomite sold or otherwise disposed of to the occupier of any factory during the month shall be ignored 
and a fracticn of half of more than half a loan shall be reckoned as one tonne".

(ii) after the words “such owner", the following words shall be inserted, namely; 

“or purchasing agent or stockist”. 

(iii) after the words “Form D", the following words artd figure shall be inserted namely;— 

“or Form D-I”; 

4. In rules 45 and 59 of the said rules, after the woi-ds “limestone or dolomite mine" wherever they occur, 
the following words shall be inserted, namely:— 

“or purchasiirg agent or stockist”.
